WASHINGTON CITY, June 3.—Rowell of 


Illinois, the chairman of the bouse com- 
mittee on elections, has completed the Re- 
port of the committee in favor of seating 
Miller, Republican, contesting the seat of 
Elliot, Democrat, the present member 
from the Seventh district of South Caro- 
lina. The report contains the sensational 
assertion that the registration ai;d election 
law of the state of South Carolina is un- 
constitutional, nnd the grounds for this 
statement are set forth «t 'eugth, prem- 
ising his argument in this connection by 
showing 
thrtt the constitution of the 


United States provides tlu.v per-ons shall 
be. disfranchised for murder, treason or 
felony only. 
Opponed to the Federal Constitution. 
Howell synopsizss the South Carolina 


law, which he claims is in direct opposi- 
tion to the federal constitution. Thib law, 
It is stated, provides that any person who 
wag qualified to vote after the year 1881, 
and failed to register, shall be forever dis- 
franchised. It is also provided that per- 
sons who failed to register at the first 
election after acquiring residence in the 
state, and persons who negotiated their 
registration certificate* for a considera- 
tion, also should be disfranchised. 


Miller's Majority. 


The report states that the committee 


did not throw out votes in dispute be- 
cause of the unconstitutionally of the 
•tate election law, however, but because of 
ballot-box stuffing, shifting 
of ballot- 


boxes so as to deceive the Republican 
voters and other alleged frauds. The com- 
mittee decides that according to the way 
of counting most favorable to Elliott, giv- 
ing the benefit of the doubtB, Miller, the 
contestant, still has a majority of 757 
votes while aecorctiLg to the strict legal 
method of counting. Miller's majority is

They are 
anxious to get home to look after their 
rftnominations and campaigns for re-elec- 
tion, but the situation of legislation at 
present is not hopeful for an adjournment 
for several weeks. The Republicans have 
been aiming at June 25 for adjournment 
day, as they wish to make a record for 
quick 
work and a short session, but 


Speaker Reed admitted that the house 
would not be ready to adjourn before the 
4th of July. Mr. McKiuley said that It 
would take the senate at least a month 
to get rid of the tariff bill, which will 
bring the session up to July 4, without al- 
lowing any time for the consideration of 
the measure in conference. It is scarcely 
probable that an adjournment can take 
place before the middle of July, and it 
may be postponed until Aug. 1.

MPORTANT MATTERS TO CONSIDER. 


lany Changes To Be Made in tli« Present 
Scale of Wages—lively Fight looked 
for Over the Differences Between the 
Rougher* and Catchers and Boilers— 
The Manufacturers Already 1'reparlng 
for Trouble—Some Expressions. 
PITTSBPRG, Pa, June 3.—The annual 
onvention of the amalgamated association 
f iron and steel workers was opened at 
Turner hall in this city, with 280 delegates 
rom all parts of the country. The session 
•as taken up almost entirely with perfect- 
ng the organization and nothing of iuter- 
st transpired. The moat important matter 
o be considered, as usual, will be the 
adoption of a new scale of wages. The 
jfovisions of the new btnle, which will 
irobably not be presented to the conven- 
ionfor several days, are guarded with 
great, secrecy by the members of the wages 
committee. 


OhanKi'S in the Scale. 


It is known that many changes will be 


made m the scale, and the most impor- 
tant of these is the advance to be asked 
for in boiling. This was not decided upon 
ay the wages committee individually. A 
member of the committee said that an ex- 
pression had been secured from every sub- 
jrdinate lodge, and the committee was 
compelled to be governed by the wishes 
of the majority. If the scale as reported 
to the convention is adopted 16 will be 
asked for boiling on a 2-cent card and $7,25 
on a 3, with 50 cents extra per ton for boil- 
ing half pig iron and half pot-metal and 
stove plate-. Other extras will be charged 
ranging from 23 cents to $1 for castings 
and runners over seven-five pounds to the 
piece and for hot-ore fix. 


A Lively Time Expected. 


There will be more "extras" in the scale 


this year than usual, owing to the admis- 
sion of laborers and common mill hands, 
who must be provided for. There is ex- 
pected to be a lively fight over the differ 
ences between the rou^hers and catchers 
and rollers. The rougher") and catchers 
receive $2.60 and £! per day for seven and 
eight heats respectively. Tlwy are asking 
fora more equal division of the wages 
paid the rollers. Some rollers make as 
much as *9 par ton, according to the 
guage, and the lotighcrs and catchers re- 
gard this as unfair, There will also be a 
demand for an advance in all departments 
of steel mills. The men here want a 10 
percent, advance all urouud in every de- 
partment. They will ask for this, and will 
compromise the matter on the adoption of 
a sliding scale, to be governed during the

When certain of her death he kissed her 
and then shot himself in the left breast, 
but not fatally.

Japanese Exhibition at the World's Fair. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 3.—Gustavius 


Goward, formerly secretary of the United 
States legation at Tokio, Japan, has left 
Washington with credentials from the 
•tote department on a singular mission. 
Mr. Goward has been designated as a 
•pecial commissioner to proceed to Japan 
and arrange for a Japanese exhibit at the 
Chicago fair. He is instructed to arrange 
for the exhibition of a complete Japanese 
Tillage, including houses, 
families, all 


necessary domestic utensils, tools and 
workmen to display the ordinary trades 
and occupations in Japan. It is intended 
that this shall be one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the fair. 


Criminal Cases.

actual imprisonment the sentence of two 
rears in the case of Franklin P. Burns, 
convicted in Kansas of perjury. He has 
denied applications for pardon in the oases 
of George Swonton and James H. Me- 
Grlndley, each of whom was convicted 
In Ohio of serious violations of the pension 
laws.

shilling a week to the wages of each of its 
employes, supplementing the announce- 
ment with the statement that the prosper- 
ity of the company's business Justifies it 
sharing the increase of profits with the 
men who have contributed to it by their 
industry and fidelit}'. This increase of 
wages, made quite unexpectedly and with- 
out solicitation, will add the sum oi 
£7,000 a year to the company's pay roll 
and incalculably increase its popularity as 
well a~ that of its products with the work- 
ing cla-ss.

Many Baltimore Saloons Closed. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 3.—Nearly 2,000 


saloons in Baltimore that were doing a 
flourishing business a month ago were 
closed Monday. In some of tha lower 
wards, mostly populated by the Irish, 
where there were from six to a dozen 
saloons In a block there is now but one. 
The revenue of the city is increased about 
$600,000 a year. One clause of the law not 
rigidly enforced is that requiring a clear 
view from the street of the drinking bars.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Negotiations are

A prom- 
inent sporting man received a cablegram 
from London informing him that Slavin 
had agreed to fight McAullffe at the Peli- 
can club for £600 and the championship, 
Slavin allowing McAuliffe £100 for ex- 
penses. Billy Madden, McAuliffe's backer, 
replied that McAuliffe would fight Slavin 
on the terms mentioned.

Christie, a well-known young farmer liv- 
ing near Fletcher's Lake, came to this city 
and obtained 1800 from the banks on notes 
on which are forged the names of farmers 
living in his neighborhood. Christie then 
called on an insurance agent and took out 
a policy of $5,000 on his life. While the 
policy was being written up Christie pur- 
chased a suit of clothes, shoes, h»t, etc. 
Going home he gave the policy to his wife 
and ate his supper. About 8 o'clock a 
neighbor called and the two wattt swim- 
ming in the lake near by. Christie ewam 
out Into deep water before his companion 
undressed. 
In a few minutes Christie 


called to his friend on the banks saying 
that he had the cramps and to get a boat 
near by and come to his rescue. 


Telltale Footprints. 


The boat was secured but Christie had 


disappeared. The lake was dragged for 
two days and nights in search of Christie. 
Christie's clothes on the bank were found 
where he took them oft and untouched. 
Tracks were discovered of a bare-foot man 
going toward Christie's house from the 
lake. 
A peculiarly shaped toe 
which 


marked itself in the footprints and which 
tallies with Christie's foot settles the fact 
in the minds of the neighbors that Chris- 
tie made his way home naked while his 
friends were getting the boat, and, don-

WITH A SMILE ON HIS LIPS, 


John Kalip* Pats Down His ChUa to Take 


flia Own Life. 


What now appears to be a most mysteri- 


ous and unaccountable suicide was com- 
mitted yesterday by John Kalipe, Illinois 
Central yardmaster in Decatur. Kalips was 
a young man, 35 years old, who has been 
yardmaster here about two weeks, though 
he has been conductor on the Central for 
several years. He moved his family here 
from Clinton only last Friday and fitted up 
a very pleasant home at the corner of Cal- 
boun and Orchard streets. 


Yesterday at noon when he went in the 


gate, going to his dinner, his little two year 
old child was on the step, crowing and 
laughing a greeting to its father- He took 
the child up, tossed it to the ceiling, and 
played with it a few minutei. Then he 
washbd and sat down to the table with his 
wife and other child, about four years old. 
The meal was eaten as usual. The conver- 
sation was lively, though unimportant. So 
far as the wife knows there was nothing oil 
her husband's mind to cause him anxiety or 
trouble. 


Alter dinner Kalips lay on the bed 


awhile, still tondling the child. His wifo 
asked him If he was not going to work that 
afternoon. 
He said, 
"yes, presently." 


'Well," said she, "The whistle has blown 
just now." 
"All riglit," was the reply, and 


he got up. Then the wife started to tlu> 
kitchen to see about bread she was baklug, 
and on the way noticed that her husband 
had gone to the bureau and taken out a 
piece of clialk, such as he used in marking 
box cars. He dropped that once but picked 
it up again. As Mrs. Kelips was going out 
the door, she thought she saw her hus- 
band's revolver In his hand as he leaned 
over the drawer, but took uo notice of thai 
as his appearance was in every way as 
usual. 


Passing on into the kitchen she had been 


there but a few moments when she heard a 
shot. Running back inro the sitting room, 
she found her husband sitting in a chair 
near the door, leaning slightly forward, 
with blood and brains oozing out tlirough a 
hole in his hat and falling iu a pool on the 
floor. On the other side of the chair the 
youngest child was playing and cooing un- 
concernedly on the floor, while near it lay a 
handsome nickel plated 38 calibre revolver. 
The wife and mother screamed, and ran to 
her husband. But he didn't know her. He 
was unconscious then and never spoke to 
the horror stricken women who looking so 
eagerly in the blood bespattered and pow- 
der burned face. 


The man was still alive and when neigh- 


bors came they laid him on a mattress on 
the floor. Dr. C. P. Kennedy, Dr. A. D. 
Bridgman were soon present, and Dr. W. 
J. Chenoweth as surgeon of the railroad, 
came later. 
The doctors 
found they 


could do nothing. The ball had gone 
into the right temple and . passed down- 
ward to the base of the left ear. The re- 
volver had been held at a point above the 
head. The straw hat Kalips wore had not 
been pushed back and the bullet had gone 
through it. 


Kalip died about 2:30. An inquest was 


held last night by Coroner Bendure. 
The 


jury returned a verdict of suicide, though it 
issitcned no cause. 
The witnesses ex- 


amined were Mrs. Kalip and five or 
neighbors. They didn't have much to say. 
They agreed that Kalip had been In his 
usual spliits, and so far as they knew there 
was no reason why he should feel like tak 
ing his own life. Nnne of them had seen 
any sigus of despondency about him. 


An riiiploye of tiie Central yesttrday said 


that K..iip had asked for his t me and Lad 
intended to throw up the job here. He did 
that because he did not like the woik here 
and thought he could not do it satisfac- 
torily. He had told bis wife that much. 
He intended, however, to go back on the 
road as conductor, and that place was opeu 
to him. 


Kalip leaves a wite two small children, 


a father and mother, and some other rela- 
tives. The parents reside at Macon, and 
caine up last night to Decatur. 


The body will be taken to Macon for 


burial, probably to-day. Kalip was an Odd 
Fellow, a:id it is likely that that order will 
assist in the arrangements.
